Imbecile Children and How They Are Im- 


proved Mentally. 


Tlia education of the imbecile is one 


requiring au infinite nnmber of repeti- 
tious of a message, which at the outset 
must bo unusually sharp and clear nnd 
nncoui'nsing. If it is tho eightnnd hear- 
ing which are to be improved, the pupil 
is placed in a dark room, and into its 
darkness n single ray of bright light is 
admitted. And •when this startling and 
antithetical phenomenon has cfuight and 
riveted tho child's attention, by repeti- 
tion, a slide is passed through tho beam 
of light, with sharply defined forms 
painted or engraved upon it—simple 
forms, too, such na the square or tri- 
angle or Btar. Then the names of these 
figures are clearly and distinctly and re- 
peatedly pronounced, the name sounded 
each timo the object is exhibited. 


This ia an example of tho necessities 


of an extreme case—a very apathetic 
and unobservant child. Usually it will 
be sufficient to exhibit objects by lifting 
them from the table nixl simultaneously 
telling their names. This must be done 
over aisd over again until the nerve 
fibers and brain cells are stimulated in- 
to readier action and developed into full- 
er and more perfect performances of nor- 
mal functions. 


Tha imbecile child's brain is improved 


in tho same way as tho biceps muscles 
are more and moro enlarged. This is 
done by the repeated use of small dumb- 
bells at first and then by the gradual 
substitution of heavier and heavier 
weights. 


Tho tenure of human life is so short 


that all that can be done for such ex- 
treme types is to enthrone the disen- 
throned moral sense. It -would require 
an eternity to tone up tho five physical 
senses. Nervous idiots are much more 
promising pupils and show remarkable 
mental improvement in a short time. 
But tho physical souses are always im- 
proved with the improvement of the 
moral sense. A child who .has been 
taught how not to bo an animal indoors 
will have more appreciation of color, 
and a child who has learned riot to cry 
and scream on the slightest pretext will 
havo a far better regulated sense of 
touch, smell awl hoaxing.—New York 
Advertiser. 


Penalties Tor Careless Coachmen. 


When an omnibus or a cab driver runs 


over a foot passenger in London streets, 
the possible loss of a license exercises a 
wholesome restraint. The private coach- 
man and the driver of tha tradesman's 
cart havo far less compunction in teach- 
ing an old gentleman to get out of their 
way by running him down. At the 
worst, they are lined. Not infrequently 
their flues arc paid by a sympathizing 
employer, But 110 ouo pays a poor cab- 
man's fines, and the loss of a license in 
addition means the loss of his moans of 
n livelihood. 


In Paris, wo boliove, tho driver of a 


fiacre is generally allowed by the law to 
run over ono bourgeois in tho course of 
a year. In Loi:<',on magistrates aro less 
lenient. Moreover, tbo law makes aa 
unfair and arbitrary distinction between 
tho cabman'B case and that of the un- 
licensed driver. The former is liable to 
be removed from tho box for good and 
all. The driver of tho cart may continue 
to urge on his wild career, though he 
destroys several citizens iu tha course of 
the year.—London Spectator.

A MAN'S. BEST IDEAS. 


An Old Student Says They Come Into the 


Mind Unexpectedly. 


Professor von Helmholtz, the great 


German scientist of imperishable fame, 
not long before his death gave on inter- 
esting review of his life work on the oc- 
casion, of the celebration of his seven- 
tieth birthday,' in which, among other 
things, he reveals eorne instructive fea- 
tures of his habits ot study and the proc- 
ess by which jiie.^iwa^^lBBIiBlMllJ 
as the time and manner in which it was 
his wont to commit the latter to paper: 
"As it has frequently been my lot to 
have to await in uncertainty tho arrival 
of appropriate thoughts and conceptions, 
which then would break suddenly and 
unheralded upon me, I havo just gained 
Eomo experience in tho management of 
these capricious ideas. This may be of 


iological temperament. 


"The best ideas havo of ten stolen si- 


lently into the current of my thoughts 
while the latter were not employed in 
seeking them. I know not by what proc- 
ess of unconscious ceretration they were 
evolved. I only knew that they were 
there. Nor could I at first fully esti- 
mate tho importance of such unexpect- 
ed bat welcome visitors. 


"Theso ideas never introduced them- 


selves when my braiu was tired and al- 
most never at my writing table. I had 
first to turn my problem in all direc- 
tions and envisage it from cvci'y side, 
and thereafter to consign it to iny invol- 
untary thoughts without even prema- 
turely attempting to solve it witbin my- 
self or committing my reflections to 
writing. Long and patient preliminary 
investigation was the unconditional pre- 
requisite to success. 


"No matter how urgent tho necessity 


for action, I must always give my brain 
its time to relax from fatigue or strain 
and await the recurrence of a feeling of 
both physical and mental well being 
and contentment before writing for pub- 
lication. My most valuable ideas have 
presented themselves in the morning on 
my awakening from a refreshing sleep, 
but tho favorite period for them has 
been while I was seeking relaxation by 
roaming slowly over picturesque hills 
or through wooded parks iu the bright 
sunlight. .The slightest indulgence in 
alcoholic beverages sufficed to banish 
them from my grasp."—Baltimore Sun.

silver, are feeling the effect of the de- 
monetization of the metal, and suggest 
the ideu of an International Monetary 
Conference England interposes no ob- 
jections to such a Conference, and pro- 
poses, if the Conference is held, to send 
representatives to participate in its 
proceedings, but without authority to 
bind the government to any agreemi nt 
that ma? be reached. 
The British 


Ministry declare in the House of Com- 
mons that tho financial prosperity of 
England is bound up entirely with tho 
gold standard. 


As yet there has been no formal invi- 


tation issued by any nation to other 
nations to hold an International Mone- 
tary Conference. Such an erent is an- 
ticipated, however, and Congress pro- 
vided tliat the United States should be 
ropresented in tho conference by uiue 
delegates. The Senate and House luia 
appointed eix delegates and the Presi- 
dent is to appoint three. 
Tho=)o sip- 


pointed by (be- Senate are Teller of 
Colorado, Jones of Nevada and Dun,el 
of Virginia. The House selected Crisp 
of Georgia, now ex-Spcukei, Culbeisoii 
of Texas and Hitt of Illinois. The th>ee 
Senators are silver men, though Teller 
has not severed his connection with 
the Eepublican party, as Jones did, and 
Daniel clings to Democracy. Speaker 
Crisp uas a free coinage man, but lie is 
deposed to follow the Administration. 
Culberaon is for free coinage, but, like 
(Jriap, he goes with his party, and Hilt 
is (i Eepublican whether the party is 
for or -iramst silver. Of th(> six dele- 
gates appointed only two—Jonei of Ne- 
vaJa and Teller of ColoracJa—can Le 
relied upon as placing tbe romonetiza- 
tion of silver uliove party success. The 
President may appoint two Democrats 
aud ono Republican. Possibly one nf 
the threa may be u pronounced silver 
man like Bland, bnt the others will bo 
selected from the Wall street brigade. 


Tt IB noticeable that very many oft lie 


strong silver men in Congress are no;, 
favorably impressed with the Mone- 
tary Conference. They have no tadh 
in it and Jo not believe that any good 
to the silver cause will cotne of it. They 
beliove tho United States should tike 
the initiative in monetary reform m- 
Hte'id of following in the wake of tlio 
gold nations of Europe and declare for 
free coinage. IE Europe refuses to takn 
our silver in exchange for its com- 
modities this country, not Europe, 
would be benefitted. Money that will 
circulate at home and that Europe does 
not want would afford more protection 
to home producers and manufacturers 
than all tho tariff laws ever devised. 


BLOWN UP BY 
UAS. 


A Terrific Kxploslon of Natural Cas in 


Indian* 


A31DEBSON, Ind., March 5.—Ths most 


destructive natural gas explosion in the 
history of Indiana occurred at 4 o'clock 
this morning. A $75,000 business block 
on Court-house square was blown all 
over the central part of the city. In 
the building was a clothing store, 
Brother's shoe store, business offices 
and a hall on the. upper floor. A fire 
followed the explosion, which was like 
an earthquake, and the remains of the 
debris began burning fiercely. 


The entire fiie department was called 


out and prevented the fire reaching the 
new court-house.

lived in rooms above the stores und it 
is feared they porished. The loss of the 
building and contents will reach $400,- 
000. 
The fronts of all business houses

Flj ing missiles did much damage to 


Court-house and other buildings. Not 
so much as a respectable 
line of 


samples could be secured from the 
s'oek ol goods in the demolished build- 
ing. Goods were scattered every wbeie. 
The insurance is over $200,000.

A PACIFIC 


David B. James, a San Francisco 


merchant, who came to this coast in 
1819, displays the following in flaming 
red letters in front of his place of busi- 
noBi on Market street: 


" CITIZENS BEAD THIS" 


"Eastern manufacturers are starving 


our industrial classes and bankrupting 
our business men. The crisis cannot 
be kept up much longer. Our only re- 
lief is a Pacific republic. We tax cer- 
tain foreign goods, why not protect 
onrselvea against the East?" 


Mr. Jamea claims to be a lover of his 


country, but he holds that tho people 
of the West have not an even chance 
with thsEast in the battle for ex'istance 
He li therefore m favor of a separate 
government, we can produce all of the 
necessaries and many of tho luxuries 
of life, nnd if we can restrict eastern 
importations we will have prosperous 
times and emplyment forall ou- people. 
Our interests are widely different from 
those of the East. New York is com- 
mercially more closely allied with Lon- 
don than with San Francisco, and the 
only thing for the people of the Pacific 
coast to do is to set up a seperate Gov- 
ernment which will legislate for its in- 
terests. 


Mr. James thinks that secession from 


the East can be peaceably accomplished. 
In that be is much mistaken. If the 
East profits at the expense of the West 
it would not permit tho Pacific States 
and Territories to secede and «et up a 
seperato Government that would dis- 
criminate against Eastern products. 
Eastern lawmakers treat the West as a 
conquered province and will doubtless 
continue to do so as long as the people 
of tbe West permit place hunters to 
koep them divided on the question on 
which there should be unity of action.
